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Annual  Report 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  submit  their  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1968-69. 


Residents  and  Pupils 

The  Institute  now  accommodates  15  men  and  71  women 
residents,  and  hostel  accommodation  is  provided  for  one 
other. 

At  St.  Vincent's  School  there  are  124  children,  40  blind 
boys  and  22  girls  :  38  partially  sighted  boys  and  24  girls. 

Annual  General  Meeting  1968 

This  was  held  on  the  2nd  July  at  the  School.  Once  again 
Archbishop  Beck  honoured  us  by  taking  the  Chair.  The 
Report  and  Accounts  were  duly  approved  and  the 
existing  Committee  re-elected. 


‘‘Christopher  Grange”— The  New  Blind 
Institute 

The  energies  of  the  Officers  and  Committee  during  the 
last  year  have  been  principally  devoted  to  the  detailed 
planning  of  the  new  Institute,  which  is  to  rehouse  our  90 
elderly  blind  residents  on  a  new  site  at  Knotty  Ash,  some 
three  miles  from  Liverpool  City  centre.  As  previously 
reported,  the  opportunity  has  been  seized,  not  merely  to 
relocate  our  present  Old  People’s  Home,  but  to  develop 
it  as  a  centre  for  the  welfare  not  only  of  the  blind  but  of 
those  suffering  from  other  handicaps. 

As  the  buildings  will  contain  three  units  of  residential 
accommodation,  an  infirmary  of  24  beds,  a  craft  centre, 
chapel  and  small  convent,  the  work  of  the  Architects, 
Messrs.  Roy  Croft  &  Partners  of  Liverpool,  has  been 
complicated.  A  photograph  of  the  model  is  shown  in 
this  report. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Architects,  the 
Sisters  who  will  be  in  charge  of  the  various  departments 
and  other  experts,  so  that  each  section  of  the  building  has 
been  developed  with  as  much  care  as  possible. 

In  April  Tenders  from  the  eight  selected  Contractors  were 
received.  The  lowest  of  these  from  Mears  Bros. 
(Contractors)  Ltd.,  amounting  to  £425,000,  based  on  a 
fixed  price  Contract,  has  been  accepted.  After  allowing 
for  professional  fees,  furnishings  and  rising  costs  on  sub- 
contractual  items,  the  total  envisaged  cost  is  £51 1,000. 


The  appeal  for  the  new  buildings  has  now  produced  over 
£40,000  but  after  allowing  for  this  and  funds  in  hand,  a 
further  £50,000  is  still  needed.  We  received  an  especially 
generous  girt  from  St.  Dunstans,  namely,  £5,000,  to  endow 
a  bed,  and  they  will  in  return  always  have  the  right  to 
one  place  for  a  St.  Dunstaner.  The  Committee’s  special 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  enthusiastic  local  fund  raising 
Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Miss  Aecope, 
which  at  an  Autumn  Fair  held  at  the  Liverpool 
University  Catholic  Chaplaincy  by  courtesy  of  the 
Chaplain,  realised  the  splendid  total  of  £1,200.  In 
addition  they  have  organised  other  fund  raising  activities 
and  are  having  a  special  event  at  the  Liverpool  Show, 
17th- 19th  July.  A  list  of  donations  received  since  our 
last  Report  is  set  out  below.  PLEASE  WILL  YOU 
HELP  TOO. 

The  site  has  been  cleared  of  the  buildings  of  the  former 
tenants,  the  Rugby  Football  League,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
building  will  commence  in  June,  1969  and  be  finished  by 
the  Summer  of  1971. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  concurrently  with  the  Welfare 
Department  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation  and  the 
Liverpool  Association  for  the  Disabled  to  develop  land 
adjoining  the  site  of  Christopher  Grange  as  a  sports 
centre  for  the  handicapped  of  the  City,  to  include  e.g. 
an  Archery  Range  for  the  paraplegics,  and  other  sports 
facilities  geared  to  the  various  disabilities.  This  has  been 
very  much  welcomed  by  the  Committee  as  the  best 
possible  use  of  their  land  adjoining  the  new  Institute  so 
as  to  help  the  City’s  handicapped  people  in  the  true 
spirit  of  St.  Vincent,  the  founder  of  the  Order  of  the 
Sisters  of  Charity  who  care  for  both  our  old  people  and 
schoolchildren.

Introduction  of  Mobility  Training  at 
St.  Vincent's  School 

Education  and  training  of  the  blind  can  become  virtually 
stillborn,  or,  in  many  cases,  only  yield  some  of  its  fruit 
if  there  is  a  lack  of  mobility  on  the  part  of  the  blind 
person  and  dependence  on  the  sighted  to  develop  such 
education  and  training.  It  is  just  this  that  has  for  so 
many  years  been  lacking  in  blind  welfare.  At  the  School 
we  felt  this  greatly.  We  have  been  justly  proud  of 
educational  results,  but  have  known  that  the  job  was  only 
half  done  owing  to  lack  of  mobility  training,  a  skill  which 
has  been  very  late  in  developing. 

When  the  then  Headmistress  went  to  the  United  States  in 
1960  to  investigate  and  report  on  blind  children  in 
sighted  schools,  from  which  our  Grammar  School 
programme  developed,  she  came  back  with  other  news. 
The  mobility  given  to  blind  students  through  specialised 
training,  and,  in  particular,  the  use  of  the  “  Long  Cane  ” 
technique,  had  made  a  strong  impact  on  her,  while  the 
film  which  she  brought  back,  of  the  training  and  use  of 
this  technique  convinced  the  Committee  that  here  was  the 
answer,  but  there  was  no  facility  for  training  in  England 
at  that  time.  Indeed,  both  Government  Departments  and 
the  chief  Blind  Welfare  agencies  showed  no  enthusiasm  at 
all  in  introducing  it.  In  1964,  however,  a  Centre  for

mobility  training  was  set  up  in  Birmingham.  The  training 
of  an  instructor  in  these  techniques  is  individual  in  each 
case,  and  takes  several  months.  Furthermore  the 
Birmingham  Centre  is  designed  for  those  who  will  work 
with  adult  blind,  either  for  the  R.N.I.B.  or  for  Local 
Authorities.  There  is  no  training  scheme  in  this  country 
for  the  specific  work  of  training  teachers  for  mobility 
work  with  children,  but  several  American  Universities  do 
run  such  courses. 

There  was  therefore  still  no  prospect  of  our  having  this 
new  skill  available  to  our  children  at  St.  Vincent's,  so  we 
decided  to  help  ourselves,  having  been  further  impressed 
by  the  reports  from  the  Birmingham  Centre  and  the  visual 
impact  of  the  liberating  effect  of  the  Long  Cane,  as  shown 
in  the  television  documentary  film  on  blindness,  “  B.D.8,” 
shown  in  1967,  in  which  our  own  Grammar  School 
scheme  was  featured.  We,  therefore,  approached  the 
West  Michigan  Mobility  Centre  for  the  seconding  of  one 
of  their  instructors  to  train  one  of  our  teachers.  We 
invited  the  Royal  Liverpool  School  for  the  Blind  to  join  in 
and  have  one  of  their  teachers  trained  in  order  to  share 
the  high  cost  of  the  project.  This  was  enthusiastically 
accepted,  though  in  the  event  the  entire  cost  was  met  by  a 
generous  grant  from  the  Leverhulme  Education  Trust. 

In  September,  1968,  Mr.  LaDuke  took  up  residence  at 
St.  Vincent’s  for  six  months  to  train  the  teachers  from  the 
two  schools,  and  set  up  a  full  mobility  programme. 

The  Long  Cane  bears  no  relation  in  its  use  to  the  well- 
known  white  stick  or  folding  cane  of  the  blind.  The 
latter  is  more  of  a  warning  to  others,  and  though  it  has 
limited  uses  for  the  blind,  a  1965  survey  showed  that  85 
per  cent  of  users  had  no  instructions  regarding  it.  The 
Long  Cane  is  made  of  aluminium  alloy,  and  is  fitted  with 
a  comfortable  rubber  grip  near  the  crook  and  a 
replaceable  nylon  tip.  Its  length  varies  according  to  the 
height  and  stride  of  the  user,  but  an  average  length  for  an 
adult  would  be  about  50  inches.  The  Cane  has  two 
functions,  mainly  as  a  bumper  but  also  as  a  probe. 

It  is  held  in  the  centre  of  the  body,  with  the  index  finger 
pointing  straight  down  the  shaft.  By  a  movement  of  the 
wrist,  it  is  pivoted  in  an  arc  to  touch  the  ground  just 
outside  the  line  of  each  shoulder,  the  tip  touching  the 
ground  ahead  of  the  rear  foot  at  the  point  where  the  next 
pace  will  take  that  foot,  thus  there  is  a  full-pace  warning 
of  any  object  ahead  or  change  in  terrain.  The  blind 
traveller  can  move  at  a  good  pace,  confident  that  he  is 
walking  into  an  area  that  has  been  scanned.  In  effect, 
the  Long  Cane  is  an  extension  of  the  tactile  sense  of  the 
blind  person,  rather  like  antennae.

At  this  stage  we  will  quote  Mr.  LaDuke  reporting  on  his 
consultative  service  at  the  school  : 

“  During  the  first  three  months  emphasis  was  placed  on 
the  training  of  Mr.  Shannon  (a  member  of  the  staff  of  St. 
Vincent's,  who  is  also  a  qualified  teacher  of  the  blind)  in 
the  actual  skills  needed  to  perform  independent  orientation 
and  mobility,  both  in  an  indoor  and  outdoor  environment. 
To  achieve  this  purpose  Mr.  Shannon  was  blindfolded  and 
began  training  in  St.  Vincent's  School  and  progressed 
from  that  point  through  increasingly  more  difficult 
environments  until  he  concluded  his  lessons  in  downtown 
Liverpool.  During  these  lessons,  he  demonstrated 
excellent  initiative  and  proved  to  himself  that  what  we 
were  asking  was  indeed  possible  and  could  be  performed 
over  a  period  of  time  with  a  lessening  of  stress  which,  of 
course,  is  evident  during  the  initial  stages  of  training. 

Notes  were  taken  during  the  lessons  and  have  been 
incorporated  into  a  mobility  notebook  for  his  personal 
use.  In  addition  to  the  basic  skills,  reading  material  was 
provided  and  discussed.  Mr.  Shannon  is  by  now  aware  of 
the  latest  material  dealing  with  electronic  aids,  specific 
mobility  sub-skills,  auditory  research,  and  a  great  deal  of 
other  up  to  date  information  pertaining  to  the  mobility 
skills  of  the  blind  child. 

During  the  last  three  months  our  activities  have  centred 
around  the  application  of  the  material  presented  earlier. 
The  original  selection  of  blind  children  for  training

worked  in  our  favour  because  of  their  wide  range  of 
abilities.  The  difficulties  of  developing  special  concepts 
and  an  understanding  of  the  environment  was  quickly 
evident.  Unfortunately,  I  will  not  be  able  to  see  these 
students  through  the  complete  training  sequence,  but  I 
feel  they  are  well  on  their  way  and  Mr.  Shannon  will  be 
able  to  understand  and  find  solutions  to  each  individual 
problem.  He  has  continued  to  demonstrate  a  great  deal 
of  personal  initiative  during  this  time  by  developing 
models  and  maps  which  can  be  of  value  to  the  child  as  he 
learns  basic  concepts.  Mr.  Shannon  has  also  began  group 
mobility  lessons  and  has,  largely  through  his  own  efforts, 
developed  a  scheme  for  the  class  which  looks  very  good 
at  this  time.” 

Then,  from  the  trainee  Instructor's  angle  we  will  quote 
Mr.  Shannon's  report  on  his  experiences  under  Mr. 
LaDuke  : 

“  The  first  ten  days  were  spent  in  learning  the  basic 
mobility  skills,  such  as  the  use  of  a  sighted  guide,  hand 
and  forearm  protective  techniques,  direction  taking, 
locating  dropped  objects,  familiarisation  with  a  strange 
room,  etc.  Then  followed  instruction  in  the  cane 


techniques,  firstly  the  diagonal  method  for  use  indoors  ill 
a  familiar  environment  and  then  the  touch  technique  - 
the  outdoor  method,  which  required  a  lot  of  practice. 
When  the  rhythm  of  the  technique  was  mastered,  its 
application  to  various  situations  in  the  locality  of  the 
school  grounds  followed. 

A  quiet  residential  area  was  the  next  location,  with  street 
crossings,  gateways  and  grass  verges,  not  to  mention  its 
inquisitive  dogs  and  small  children  and  flooded  gutters, 
for  it  seemed  to  rain  heavily  every  day  ! 

As  skill  and  confidence  increased  and  the  trainees  became 
more  receptive  to  sensory  information,  so  the  location 
changed  to  a  shopping  area  with  a  new  range  of  challenges. 

Busier  areas  followed  with  congested  pavements,  traffic 
light  crossings,  zebra  crossings,  bus  travel,  city  stores  with 
escalators,  and  lifts  and  revolving  doors.  The  weather 
even  obliged  to  allow  some  experience  of  travel  on  snow- 
covered  streets.  Possibly  the  most  enjoyable  lesson  was 
the  “  drop-off  ”  -  the  trainee  was  set  down  at  an  unknown 
point  within  the  boundaries  of  a  training  area,  given  the 
minimal  orientation  information,  such  as  “  You  are 
North  of  X  and  East  of  Y  ”  and  required  to  make  for  a 
rendezvous  quite  some  distance  away.  The  traveller  must 
make  methodical  use  of  all  the  clues  in  the  environment  as 
they  arise  -  the  pattern  of  the  traffic,  the  smells  and 
sounds  of  different  shops,  the  texture  of  pavements,  the 
number  and  width  of  street  crossings  -  all  these  are 
pieces  of  the  jig-saw  of  orientation.” 

The  mobility  programme  is  now  firmly  established,  with 
five  pupils  undergoing  intensive  training  in  Long  Cane 
technique.  It  is  time-consuming,  since  each  student  must 
have  an  individual  lesson  daily,  but  the  benefits  are  already 
obvious.  Not  only  are  the  boys  and  girls  gaining 
independence  in  travel,  but  there  is  a  noticeable  improve¬ 
ment  in  their  posture  and  confidence  in  movement. 

Liverpool  Corporation  have  generously  given  us  a  disused 
bus  for  use  in  connection  with  the  mobility  programme. 
The  upper  deck  has  been  cleared  and  will  be  used  as  a 
centre  where  maps  and  models  can  be  examined  and 
students  briefed  ;  the  lower  deck  has  been  preserved  to  be 
used  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  public  transport. 

Mobility  Workshop 

Although  training  in  special  travel  techniques  is  the  work 
of  a  qualified  intructor,  mobility  training  in  its  full  sense 
is  the  responsibility  of  all  who  work  in  a  school  or  centre 
for  blind  people.  Early  in  the  Spring  term,  therefore, 

Mr.  LaDuke  and  Mr.  Shannon  organised  a  four  day 
Workshop  for  other  members  of  the  staff  of  St.  Vincent's 


and  the  Royal  School  which  three  Sisters  from  the  Blind 
Institute,  three  teachers  from  Henshaws  School, 
Manchester,  and  two  instructors  from  the  Paris  School  for 
the  Blind  also  attended. 

The  Workshop  consisted  of  talks,  practical  sessions  and 
demonstrations  of  pre-cane  techniques,  and  members  were 
required  to  practice  these  under  blindfold.  We  also  had 
visiting  speakers  from  Sheffield  School  for  the  Blind,  the 
Guide  Dog  Centre  and  the  Midlands  Mobility  Centre. 

All  agreed  that  it  was  a  valuable  experience  and  that  it 
had  given  those  taking  part  a  deeper  understanding  of  the 
blind  and  their  problems  in  becoming  “  good  travellers." 

We  consider  that  the  setting  up  of  the  mobility  training 
project  at  the  School  is  one  of  the  most  important  steps 
we  have  ever  taken  in  providing  a  full  education  for  the 
children.  It  is  our  hope  and  intention  that  every  child 
leaving  the  school  will  have  received  the  maximum 
mobility  skill  of  which  he  or  she  is  capable. 


The  Vernon  Committee 

This  Committee  has  been  set  up  by  the  Department  of 
Education  &  Science  to  enquire  into  the  future  education 
of  the  visually  handicapped.  A  full  report  has  been  sent 
in  as  requested  by  the  Department  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  covering  the  various  aspects  of  education 
seen  in  the  light  of  our  experience  at  St.  Vincent's, 
including,  in  particular,  the  denominational  and  the 
combination  of  blind  and  partially-sighted  departments  in 
one  school.  The  Headmistress  has  also  co-operated  with 
the  various  educational  bodies  in  compiling  more 
technical  reports. 


Father  Wyche’s  Silver  Jubilee 

In  February,  Rev.  Father  Wyche  celebrated  his  Silver 
Jubilee  as  a  priest.  A  short  time  before  this,  his  mother 
had  become  a  resident,  and  it  seemed  appropriate  that 
the  celebration  of  the  event  should  take  place  at  the 
Institute.  Since  Father  Wyche  lost  his  sight  some  years 
ago,  he  has  been  a  very  special  friend  and  counsellor  of 
all  the  residents  and  is  very  much  at  home  in  their  midst 

After  mass  concelebrated  with  two  of  his  oldest  friends. 
Father  Thomas  Buckland  and  Father  James  Anderson, 
and  during  which  our  residents  choir  sang,  a  reception 
was  held.  Telegrams  and  greetings  were  read,  and 
Father  Wyche  showed  his  appreciation  and  gratitude  by 
a  sincere  and  joyous  address.  A  social  evening  and 
dance  ended  this  happy  occasion. 


Catholic  Blind  Institute  Social  Activities 

The  Social  Club  continues  to  flourish  thanks  to  the 
devoted  help  of  Mrs.  Wintcrbottom  and  Mrs.  Doyle  who 
do  everything  possible  to  ensure  that  every  member  or  the 
club  gets  the  maximum  enjoyment  from  the  many  and 
varied  activities. 

A  happy  event  was  the  visit  of  the  children  from  St. 
Vincent’s  who  came  to  entertain  the  residents  before 
Christmas,  their  singing  and  playing  giving  great  joy  to  all. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  The  Litherland  Ladies  Choir  who 
have  given  us  several  very  enjoyable  concerts  during  the 
year,  to  the  Boys  of  St.  Edward's  College  for  the  many 
concerts  and  plays  to  which  they  invited  us  and  also  for 
coming  with  their  folk  groups  to  give  pleasure  to  the 
many  Residents  who  are  unable  to  go  out  and  so  miss 
many  of  the  entertainments,  and  to  Martins  Bank  for 
their  invitation  to  "  La  Belle  Helene.”

Grammar  School  Pupils 

The  first  group  of  children  to  have  completed  the  full  “  O  ” 
level  course  at  the  neighbouring  sighted  Grammar  Schools, 
took  their  examinations  in  1968.  These  three  obtained 
eight  or  nine  subjects  each  with  high  grades,  and  have  now 
gone  forward  to  Sixth  Form  work.  One  is  taking  Modern 
Languages,  another  an  Arts  Course,  and  the  third  a 
Science  Course.  We  feel  that  they  have  fulfilled  our 
expectations  and  have  justified  the  choice  which  we  made 
for  their  Secondary  Education.  Two  more  boys  started  in 
September  last  year  at  the  Cardinal  Allen  Grammar 
School,  making  a  total  of  seven  children  in  all.  The 
group  continue  to  work  under  the  guidance  of  their 
counsellor,  Miss  Chambers,  and  have  moved  into  more 
spacious  premises  where  fuller  provision  has  been  made 


for  the  Sixth  Formers.  Increased  personal  independence 
has  also  been  given  to  them  by  boarding  them  out  with 
members  of  staff.  They  are  thus  able  to  enter  fully  into 
the  social  life  of  their  schools  and  to  follow  individual 
interests. 


Reorganisation  of  the  Secondary  Department 

We  have  now  been  taking  the  C.S.E.  Examination  for 
three  years  and  are  confident  that  it  offers  an  invaluable 
incentive  to  the  Senior  children  and  also  convinces  both 
themselves  and  future  employers  that  their  standard  of 
work  is  equal  to  that  of  pupils  in  schools  for  the  sighted. 
In  order  to  widen  the  scope  of  the  work  in  the  Secondary 
Department,  and  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  abilities  of 
our  teaching  staff,  we  have  undertaken  some  reorganisation. 
Blind  and  Partially-sighted  children  continue  to  be  taught 
separately  for  most  of  the  time  in  the  first  two  years  of 
their  course.  In  the  third  year  they  have  been  brought 
together  to  form  a  more  homogenous  group  while  still 
allowing  us  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  both  handicaps. 
The  fourth  year  class  is  the  school  leavers  and  examination 
class.  They  work  together  in  some  subjects  and  divide 
into  smaller  groups  when  necessary.  This  has  given 
them  a  sense  of  being  the  school  leaders,  and  allowed  us 
to  give  them  some  measure  of  independence  and 
responsibility.  The  staff  now  teach  subjects,  rather  than 
classes,  which  not  only  allows  for  concentrated  effort,  but 
also  gives  the  children  the  experience  of  meeting  most 
members  of  staff  during  the  course  of  a  week. 

We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  successful  move  and  hope  to 
extend  it  in  the  future  to  provide  a  selection  of  courses 
for  our  senior  boys  and  girls.

Housecraft  Centre 

Owing  to  the  need  to  move  the  Housecraft  Centre,  we 
have  now  developed  it  in  the  light  of  the  experience 
gained  over  the  past  years.  In  the  Centre  the  senior  boys 
and  girls  during  their  last  year  are  taught  cookery, 
including  the  use  of  both  gas  and  electricity,  and  also  how 
to  serve  meals  and  the  work  connected  therewith. 

Instead  of  one  large  room  as  before,  there  are  now  three 
kitchenettes,  each  planned  on  normal  domestic  pattern, 
while  the  adjoining  dining-sitting  room  and  entrance  hall 
(decorated  by  the  senior  boys  during  their  craft  course) 
completes  the  facilities  for  domestic  training. 


Music 

This  year  has  seen  the  beginning  of  a  new  Music 
Department.  The  modern  approach  to  music  involves 
the  children  in  music-making  of  all  kinds,  both 
instrumental  and  vocal.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the 
W.  R.  Taylor  Trust  for  the  donation  of  a  gift  which  has 
enabled  us  to  purchase  some  basic  equipment.  Children 
are  now  learning  to  play  the  trumpet,  clarinet,  flute  and 
guitat ,  as  well  as  the  more  conventional  percussion 
instruments.  At  Christmas,  the  children  presented  a  very 
moving  Carol  Concert  in  the  school  Chapel,  which 
combined  instrumental  music,  singing,  mime  and  speaking.

This  mural  originated  from  something  similar  which  we 
saw  at  the  Tomteboda  School  for  the  Blind  in  Sweden. 
The  idea  was  developed  by  Giles  Velarde  and  his  wife, 
and  has  emerged  as  a  completely  unique  construction. 

Consisting  of  a  series  of  some  twelve  panels,  cut  jigsaw 
fashion,  and  brilliantly  coloured,  each  has  a  theme  with 
objects  of  interest  and  tactile  pleasure  mounted  on  it. 

One  panel  shows  building  materials,  another  flooring 
materials,  another  various  types  of  door  fastenings, 
another  plugs,  which  can  be  taken  in  and  out,  and  a 
telephone  which  can  be  dialled.  The  small  children 
particularly  enjoy  examining  the  material,  gaining  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  and  useful  experience  from  it.
